They never cat any Sallads, 
nor other raw Herbs ; many of their 
Fruits they preſerve in Salt and 
Vinegar. ' In ſhort they are not cu- 
rious 1n their -taſte and cating, but 
are filthy and unhandſome.

This proceeds, replied the Fa- 
ther, from their unſufferable Pride; 
for they ſcorn to learn any thing, 
from ſtrangers, eſpecially from the 
= ars ; becauſe the Tartars make 

e that is eno to cauſe 
them to abominate a compoſi 
tion ; for they have a averſi- 
on for that Nation. I could never 
make uſe of any of their Cheeſe , 
nor of the Milk of the Chineſes; for 
both yield a moſt odious ſmell. The 
Tartars make their Cheeſe of the 
fhape of our Cracknels, and hang 
them up with ſtrings, a great many 
together, at their Shops, to invite 
the ſtomach to buy them 3 
they are ſo grievous hard, _— 

nt 
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Flint Stones are not more. They 
are notto beeaten , | but after they 
have been ſoftned by the Fire, and 
molified as our Wax. 

But the Chineſes, are far more 
nice and curious in their ſleeping, 
then in their eating and dvinking 
In Winter they ſpred Cotten Mats 
upon little Furnaces , and ſquare 
Stoves, named Cax, where they 
keep a very moderate Fire. Upon 
theſe Mats they lay very fine Sheets 
of Cotton, all their Linnen is of 
that ſubſtance 3 for they uſe their

 _ to twmilt mta Ropes. At the four 


cornersof their C2x, there are Pillars 
as at our Beds-; at the top round, 
the Curtains are faſtned, which they

cool. Their Bolſters and Pillows are 
very neatly made of the thinneſt 
and ſofteſt skins of Reed, which we 
call Indian Cane, m the manner of 
Hurdles. When the infide is emp- 
tied ont , and ſhut up doſe, th 
are filled with wind, which yields 
mthe hotteſt Seaſon; much pleafire. 


| The head feels them to'be very ſoft; 


and never ſinks deep ; itis not burt- 
ed as m- our Down-pillows, they

Their Gardens are,for the moſt part 
incloſed Meadows,on purpoſe to ex- 
erciſe themſelves witha Ball.” They 
haveno other ſweet feented flowers 
but Jeſmin; their Roſes are very 
beautiful, but without any ſcert: 
They have alſo ſome Tuhps, Vic 
lets, and Gillflowers 5 but thy 
know not ſo much as the name of 
an Anemone : Nevertheleſs ther 

Garda 
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Gardens are very green and delight- 
ful, becauſe of the conveniency of 
watering them with freſh Rivers; 
but they have but ſmall skill todreſs 
and order them. All that I could 
take notice of, in ſuch places, was 
in the Kings Garden, where is to be 
ſeen a great Caſcade of Water, that 
falls from a Rock of Braſs, covered 
all over with artificial Trees of the 
ſame 'ſabſtance. The Chineſes are 
extraordinary $kilful in the Art of 
caſting Mettals; therefore their Ar- 
tillery 1s very beautiful. 

We deſired him to inform us of 
fomething concerning their other 
Arts , and cheifly concerning thew 
Phyfick and Phytitians. 

Their Phyfitians, anſwered the 
Father, arenotable in diſcerning by 
the Pulſe, the nature and qualities 
of a diſeaſe ; but their knowledge 
1s not ſo extraordinary in preſcribing 
remedies, fos they govern themielves 
by gue, at all adventures, as our 
Phylitians. E 2 I 
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I can ſpeak. of both by experi- 
-ence ; for when I fell ſick, about 
forty days diſtance from-the City of 
Pekin, - one of the Kings Phylitians 
viſited me, at therequeſt of Father 
Adam Schall, As ſoon as he was 
come into my -Chamber, he cauſed 
me to fit down and ſuffered me to 
reſt quietly a while. Afterwards he 
uncovered both my Arms as far as 
the Elbows, placing them upon a 
Table, and felt the Pulſes of both 
Arms, one after another; prefling 
the Arteries ſometimes haxd, ſfome- 
aimes ſoftly, ſometimes'equally'; and 
at other times he preft hard upon 
one Arm, leaving the other free : 
Sometimes he pre{t hard upon 'one. 
- Pulſe, and ſoftly upon the other; 

he continued to bet ital>ng while,a- 
non he felt it but by urnaglitdine 
he cauſed me to hold my fiſt clofed, 
- anon he made me open it: Inſhort, 
he felt and examined 'my_ Pulte, as 
it did beat in every poſture my 
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Arm and Hand, which laſted a long 
while, about three quarters of an. 
hour. After. all this, I had almoſt 
a mire to. diſcover to him my dil- 
caſe, but Father Adam interrupted 
me, and told me,. that he knew 
better then I did. When the Phy- 
fitiag was fate down, he deſcribed 
with -a wonderful nnjeſty my dil- 
eaſe, and all its. properties and cir- 
eumſtances, aſligning to them the 
time of their firſt beginning, im ſuch. 
an exaCt mannex, that I was 
ly ſurpriſed. He appointed me ſome 
Potions, but by the {mall advantage 
that I received from them, I found 
that he had been more skilful to 
guels at my diſeaſe, then to preſcribe 
Remedies. They never let any man 
blood, as we do, but inſtead of 
that, they make uſe of. Cupping- 
Glaſſes in the Shoulders : They cure 
the Pox very well, with certain 
mixture. of Herbs:z ſo-that this diſ- 
eale is not ſo mortal, intheſe parts, 
\ E 3 as. 
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as in Twrky, Perſia, and other Coun- 
treysof the Eaft Indies : They have 
amongſt their Phyficks a very fa 
mous Root that grows, cheifty, in 
the Province of Szr-iven, they name 
« T:gers-Milk ; for they ſay, That 
it never comes, but where the Milk 
of the ſhe Tigers hath moiſtened the 
ground, when they are furious and 
inraged by the purſuit of Hunts- 
men. It is certain, that the ſmell 
of this Root is very hke the ſmell 
of Milk, and its colour is white as 
Milk : They fay, that when this 
Root is well prepared according to 
their skill, it is able to give an in- 
Gllible ſweat ; it is true, I have ſeen 
the Root, but never the experiments 
of its vertues. | 
- We queſtioned him afterwards, 
| eoncermng the other Arts of the 
Chineſes; and the Father in the ſame 
order, as we had propoſed: to him, 
returned us an anſiyer to. every 
queſton, |

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That in China they have no Chry- 
ſtal, but many Glaſles, one ſort eſpe- 
cially, which they name Rice-Glaf, 
it is more brittle then our Glaſles, 
but eaſter to work 5 For as ſoon as 
the ſubſtance of it feels the heat of 
the Furnace, it melts; and they are 
not unskiltul in handling it; for they 
make with it moſt beaunitul ſhapes 
and fabricks.

Grapes ſo pertefly well, and fo'na- 
turally coloured , that a Painter.

Theſe Kingdoms were never 
known by any 1n-Exrope before, nor 
to the Geographers. In their, paſſage 
they. took notice of many particuy 
lars concerning the Calloms and 
Manners of the ſeveral ': Inhabi- 
tants. | 

From Pekzn, the Imperial City of 
Chizg, they travelled in two moneths 
to the famous Walls of that Coun- 
trey, where the great City Sining- 

f# 1s ſituate, as a ſtrong Bulwark 
againſt the Tartars invaſions. The

journey 3 many, out of curiolity, as 
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took great notice of the Walls, that 
are as ſtrongly built, as the conve- 
niencies of that place will afford. 
This Wall is folarge, that 1x Horſ- 
men may ride upon it, 1n a breſt, 
without hindering one another, 
They are often vitited by the In- 
habitants of Siningfs, to receive 


the benefit of the freſh Air, which 


comes off from the Sandy Moun- 
tains of the Neighboring Defart ; 
and to exerciſe themſelves in walk- 
ing and delighting their eyes, with 
the pleaſant ProſpeAs; for they are 
ſo high, that they diſcover the 
Countrey round about, and invite 
the Citizens to take a view of the 
delightful objects that appear be- 
fore them : There is a very cafe 
aſcent up to this high Wall. 

Its length from this City, to the 
other Gate , by which Men” come 
out of the Deſarts into the Town 
of Sxcien, is about eighteen days 


well 
a, 
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well as out of neceſlity of buſineſs, 
undertake this journey. For that 
purpoſe they get a Paſsport from the 
Governor of Siningf,, and provide 
themſelves with futhcient victuals. 
They ſay, that in this delightful pil- 
grimage, they may ſee an infinite 
number of dwellings in their way, 
in the Chins fide, which they duſ- 
cover as from a high Mountain 3 
but on the other fide, towards the 
great and ſpacious Wilderneſs, as 


the Inhabitants have told them , Wil 


there are all manner of wilde Beaſts 
to be ſeen, Tigers, Lions, Elephants, 
Rhimnocerots, Leopards, Wilde Bulls 
Monocerots; this laſt ſort are a kin 
of Aſſes with Horns in their Fronts. 
The beholders may from hence, 
without fear of danger, pleaſe them- 
ſelves with many | Wi and un- 
uſual ſights of furious eſpe- 
cially from that part of the Wall 
that 1s towards the South, in the 
moſt mhabited places near to Pram- 
F 3 þ, 
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ſ., Junnam, and Tibet. From hence 
to the Yellow cams n = ard 
trey adjoyning to the Wall the 
wild Beaſts h__ together in Com- 
paniesto ſeek for food in theſe places 
that are full of Brambles and Buſhes. 
When the Fathers of our Society 
were gone out of this prodigious 
Wall, into the Neighboring Wil- 
derneſs, they found a ſmall Stream 
of Water full of Fiſh, whereof they 
drefied a great quantity in their 
Tent, and kept fome for another 
time. When they were paſſed over 
the Yellow River which runs out of 
the Wall , they entered into that 
vaſt Deſart of Kelmzk, full of un- 
fruitful Mountains, and Fields moſt 
dreadful to. behold ; and: in three 
moneths they arrived at the King- 
dom of Barantola. | 
Although this Wilderneſs be fo 
ſolitary, anduninhabitable, it is fre- 
| quented by the Tartars of Kalmnk, 
|| at certain times of the year, m_ 
the 


a 
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the Graſs appears upon the ſides of 
the Rivers 3 then they tranſport 
their Portable Houlcs or Tents, and 
pitch them in ſuch numbers toge- 
ther, that any man would "i 
every company to be a Crty. 

Theſe Tartars take the liberty to 
march up and down, and plunder 
all that they can mcet with ; 'there- 
fore it is neceſlary to be well armed 
againſt the violences 'of theſe 
Rogues, and to travel with a good 
Caravan. Our Fathers did ofte E: 
light upon ſeveral ſcattered com- 
panics 'of them, as they travelled 
through this Wilderneſs. 

The Lawe, who are the Prieſts 
of theſe Tartars of Kalmak,, are 
diſtinguiſhable by a Red Hat, a 
White Gown twiſted behind, aRed 
Girdle, and a Yellow Tunick ; At 
their Girdle there is a Purſe that is 
faſtned toit. They fay, that the þ 
Tartars of K are Ccloathed 
with Skins, and a Yellow Cap 3 

| F.4 their 
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their Women with Skins, or with 
Green or Red Stuffs ; every one of 
them hath a Charm and Charadters 
hung about their Necks, to pro- 
tet them from evil ſpirits and 
witchcraft. The odge in the in- 
nermoſt Room of the Tent, made 
up with portable Staves, but the 
outſide is covered with a thick 
Woollen Cloath and tied with 
Ropes. When their Lame are at 
their Devotions, their Bigots, there 
_—_ roul about a Wheel, and 
ndle it as a Scepter. 

They have given the deſcription 
of Har, a deceaſed King of -Tanguth, 
whom they ſay had fourteen Sons, 
and for his Goodneſs and Juſtice in 
povering his Kingdom, the Inha- 

ttants have honored him as a god, 
m their Countrey faſhion. He is 
faid to have been of a Tawny coun- 
tenance, he had a Beard of a Chel- 
nut colour,and Eyes like unto Dogs- 


eyes, ſwelling out of his Head.

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Targith is a large Kingdom' of 
Tartaria, theie Father-Jeſuites have 
travelled through a great part of 
It. 

At that time, in the Court of 
Dena, King of Targuth, there was a 
Woman came from the Northern 
part of Tartary, that wore twiſted 
Hair, in the manner of Ropes ; her 
Head was adorned with Sea-ſhells, 
and her-middle bound about with a 
Girdle. In the ſame place, ſome of 
the Courtiers were habited as Wo- 
re1, only their Cloaths were of a 
Red colour as their Prieſts- 

Into theſe Kingdoms of Targnth 
and Bararntola, the Devils ſubtilty 
hath brought 1n a moſt abormnable 
and es cuſtom. They chuſe'a 
ſtrong youth, ſtout, and laſty, and 
give him liberty at certain times of 
the year, to kill, with the weapons, 
that he hath for that purpoſe, Men, 
Women,and Children, that he meets 
n his way 3 and: when they are

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killed in this manner, they imagine 
that they are conſecrated to their 
goddeſs Meripe, that they are in; 
molt happy eſtate : 3 and therefore 
the living render to their memories, 
particular honors. 

- The youth is cloathed with 2 
Garment of: ſeveral colours, he is 
furniſhed with a Sword, with Bow, 
Arrows, and a Quiver ; he G&rrie 
ſometimes a Banner. At a certain 
ſeaſon, he is tranſported with Fury, 
and polleſſed by - the Spirit, unto 
whom he:1s conſecrated ; he flies in- 
to the Streets, and rambles up and 
down; all that he meets, he kills, 
for- nane-dare make him any Telilt

fies a Slayer. Whiles the Fathers 
were there, they had a fight of him 
habited in that manner anos al 
ready deſcribed. 


In 
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In this large Kingdom of Tangsth, 
there are many Kingdoms included, 
firlt, Barantola, which is alſo called 
Laſſa, the name of the Metropolis of 
that Kingdom. It hath a King of 
its own, miſerably addicted to Paga- 
niſm. He worſhips many Heathen 
Idols, amongſt whom: Mempe is one 
of the cheif. Its head riſeth up as 
a Sugar-loaf, ina monſtrous manner. 
Kircherws hath promiſed to publiſh 
a diſcourſe, more at large, of this 
and other Idols of China: 

Before this Idol, theſe people per- 
form their Sacrifices with ſtrange 
geſtures, often repeating this excla- 
mation, O Miunipe mi hum, 6 Ma- 
nipe mi hum, that is, Manipe ſave ws. 
Beſides, theſe fooliſh TYolaters bring 
to their Idol, to ingratiate: them- | 
ſelves with him, all-kind of. Meats; 
and obſerve many other aboth1- 


nable practices of the antient Hea-- 
thens.

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There is another Image of a falſe 
God to be ſeen in Barantola, which 
is fo ſtrange, that ſcarce any body 
will believe it ; therefore I ſhall 
here give a more punctual account 
of it. 

The ſaid Fathers, Grneber and 
d'Orville affirm , * that whiles they 
waited at Barantola, about two 
Moneths, until a Caravan was ready 
to march, they took great notice of 
the Peoples Manners and Cuſtons, 
whereof ſome were ridiculous, and 
ſome moſt abominable. 

In this Kingdom there are two 
Kings, the one is imployed about 
the Government of the Kingdom, 
and 1s named Dera ;, the other isre- 
tired from all worldly affairs; he 
lives idle in the ſecret Chambers of 
his Pallace, and is adored and wor- 
ſhipped asa god ; not only by the 
Natives, but alſo by all the Kings 
of Tartaria, ſubje& to this King- 
dom ; for they come to him in pil- 

: grimage. 


109 
m_— They - name him their 
eternal and heavenly Father , and 
reverence himas the true and living 
God, by offering to him great pre- 
ſents. He fits nn an obſcure and 
dark place of his :Pallacc, adorned 
with Gold and Silver, upon a Bed 
raifed on high 3 under his feet rich 
Carpetsare ſpred, and round about 
him many Lamps ſtand lighted. 
When ſtrangers come to him, they 
fall upon their faces , they creep to 
him upon their knees , and kils his 
feet, as the Papiſts do the toes of 
_ Pope, with a wonderful re- 
ect. h 

: From hence we may diſcover the 
Devils ſubtilty, in appropriating 
this ceremony and teſtimony of re- 
ſpect due 4 none on Earth, but to 
thePope of Rome, to 
the x 15 Super- eaks MR 
ſhtions of this Idola- : 
trous Nation.He hath had the malice 


to transfer and uſurp all the other 
mylteries 
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myſteries of our Faith to his own 
Worſhip. As the Papiſts call the 
Pope, the Father of all Spiritual Fa 
thers 3 ſo theſe Idolaters call this 
Demy-God, The great Lama, or The 
Hieh Prieſt, or The Lama of Lams;, 
that is, The Prieſt of Prieſts : For 
all their Religion and Idolatry de- 
pends-upon him 3 therefore they 
honor him with the title of Eternal 
Father. And that by his deceaſe, his 
weakneſs and mortality might not 
appear, the Inferior Lame , and 
"other Prieſts only are admitted to 
attend upon him, to procure him 
whatſoever he ſtands in need of, to 
receive his commands, and deliver 
them as Oracles of the Divinity to 
the ſimple Pilgrims. 

Theſe men after his death, are 
wont to ſeek another, as like him 
in feature and ſtature as they can; 
him they lift upon the Throne. By 
this means the whole Kingdom, un- 
acquainted with the manner of the 

decett, 
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deceit, firmly believes that he is 
riſen again tothem, from the dead, 
ſeven times 3 and that he ſhall con- 
tinue for ever. This perſwaſion is 
ſo fixed in their minds, blinded with 
the Devils illuſions and deceits, that 
there 15 none queſtions it. There- 
fore he is worſhipped by all in a 
ſignal manner. Every one eſteems 
him happy indeed, who can prevail 
ſv much upon the goodneſs of the 
inferior Lame , his attendants , as 
to get ſomething that hath but 
ans. of his body, or been taken 
from him-, which they bear about 
their necks. For that purpoſe they 
load them with many rich gifts to 
obtain this their deſire. O abomina- 
ble and filthy blindneſs! By theſe 
Relicks, they imagine themſelves 
protected againſt all manner of 
evils. 

This the faid Fathers under- 
ſtood, totheir greatgrief, from the 


Inhabitants of :Baraxtola. It 1s true, 
the 
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the Fathers did not ſee this great 
Lama, becauſe none 1s admitted 
that makes profeſſion of the Chr; 
ſtian Religion 3 and there are many 

revious Ceremonies full of Ido- 
latry to be practiced , before any 
man can be permitted to go near 
him , but they ſaw his Picture at the 
Entry in of the Kings Palace 3 unto 
which, as much reverence 1s paid, 
when but repreſented in Pictures 
and Images, as if he were there n þ 
perſon, by theſe Idolaters. His au- , 
thority is ſo great, all over Tartaria, 
that there 1sno King that offers to 
take upon him his royal Scepte, 
but he ſends firſt his Ambaſſador 
with rich prefents to the great Lama, 
to obtain his bleſſing for his happy 
and proſperous reign. 

They ſaw alſo at Barantola ſome 
ſtrange Women, of a Neighbor King- 
dom called Cozz, one old and the 
other young : Women of an anct- 
ent Nobility fold up their Hair ina 

bundk, 
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bundle, and caſt them behind their 
backs. Upon their forcheads they 
wear a red Ribbon, adorned with 
Pearl, but on their heads a Silver 
Crown, in the ſhape of a Box, em- 
belliſhed with Trxrkoiſes and Cor- 
il.

onverſation furniſhes them with

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putes; for both the Spaniard and 
the French, have no complianceng 
reſpeCt for one another. They are 
naturally proud and high-minded 
they pretend both to the Univaſ 
Monarchy, and think all the World 
muſt bow and creep to their preat- 
neſs. I intend not to examine jn 
this ſhort Tract, the caules 0 
their frequent Ruptures and War, 
{ ſhall confine my diſcourſe withu 
the Borders of the Frexzch Domini: 
ons, where we muſt viſit the Ki 
and Court, and ſce what hath hap- 
ned worthy of our obſervation up- 
on that famous Theater of Erop: 
I deſign not ſo much to fatisfie the 
Readers curioſity, as to furniſh hin 
with that knowledge which he maj 
Improve to his advantage ; forin 
every capacity true and impart. 
Hiſtory tends to our right inform 
tion and direCtion, God by his pre 
vidence teacheth men as well as by 
his Word.

Mardike was again retaken from the 
Spaniard, and Dunkirk was belieged 
by the Duke of Emguien.

The Mar- 
quels of Leda, a famous and ex- 
perienced Commander , was then 
Governor of this Town, that was 
well fortified by Nature as well as 
by Art. Nevertheleſs, the French 
won it in thirteen days, and forced 
the beſieged to a Capitulation.

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About this time, Herry de Bow: 
bon, Prince .of Conde died, the $i 
and twentieth of December, and hi 
eldeſt Son, the Duke of Enguie 
ſucceeded him in his Principality, 
and to the honor of being the firl 
Prince of the Blood. Royal & 
France. 

In the year 1647. the Mareſchil 
de Gafſion torced many places to 
ſubmit 3 he was wounded at the 
fiege of Lens, and carried to Arre, 
where he died. Monſicur YV:l/equie 
commanded in his abſence, and took 
the Town. 

About this time the Duke of 
Breze was 'killed over againſt N+ 
ples, with a Carnon Bullet, and hs 
Fleet was put to flight by theSps 
iſh Armado. 

But the misfortunes and ill ſuc- 
cefles of the Duke of Guiſe,brought 
all his family to ruine. He had been 
'follicited by the Rebellious Nepe 
litans, to command their A 
L ; agal 
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againſt their lawful Prince. He too 
credulouſly * truſted an unconſtant 
Rabble, and went-to Naples to 
manage a War againſt Spaiz, in that 
part of the World , and diſpoſleſs 
the Houſe of Avfiria, of one of its 
beſt Kingdoms. 

His firſt arrival was attended by 
ſome Succefles, and the favor of 
the Inhabitants 3 but when the 
Court of France, out of a jealouſie 
of his greatneſs, began to frown 
upon him, and deny the aſliſtance 
which they had promiſed , and 
might have ſent him 3 . the Neapol:- 
tans betrayed him to their old 
Mafters for their own fafety and 
pardon. 'He was carried :into the 
Priſons of Spair , from whence he 
could ſcarce obtain his freedom \1n 
three years. This great difappoint- 
ment brought the Houſe of Guiſe 
toa low eſtate, together with ſome 
other. miſcarriages, 'that: they 'have 
been guilry of. _ Ke

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In this Campagne, Lerida, the 
ſtrongeſt Nr, an the Border 
of Spain, was ſtreightly beſieged 
by the Army of the Prince of Cond. 
The Count de Harcourt , had at- 
tempted it the year before 5 but 
this place ſtood it out, till the laſt 
ſo that the ſiege was raiſed to ſuc- 
cor ſome other more con(iderable 
Town, which the Spaniard was 
ready to carry. 

In the beginning of the Spri 
1648. that diſmal year for Erglan 
the Prince of Conde appeared again 
at the head of an Army in Flanders 
where he took Tpres in twelve days 
but before this ſiege was over, 
where the French Army ſuffered 
many wants, the Spaniard hadre- 
covered Fanes, Conrtray, and Lew. 
Theſe advantages had made then 
contemn their Enemics, command 
ed by the Prince : So that Genel 
Beck, afliſtant to the Archduke 
pold in his Army , aſſured him - 


| 
| 
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full victory over the Frexch. With 
this. perſwaſion, they ventured to 
ingage, but the Troops of Lorraine 
were diſordered in the Battle, and 
the Archdukes Cavalry were fo 
miſerably treated, that it the Prince 
de Lieny had not come in, with his 
reſerve, the Archduke .had been 
made priſoner. General Beck died 
with the diſpleaſure of his ul ſuc- 
ceſs, as well as by his wounds. This 
Battle was fought the twentieth of 
Auguit 5 it cauſed ſeveral petty 
Towns to open their Gates, as Lens 
and Furnes, ec. At this time, Ma- 
relchal de Schomberg, the Kings Ge- 
neral in Catalonia, took the Town 
of Tortoiſe, .in the Kingdom of La- 
lencia,, and defeated the Army of 
Don Franciſco de Melo, the Spaniſh 

Ceneral, that came to rehieve it.

- On the Seventh' of September, 
1651. the King being thirteen years 
old, was declared of Age, ſufficient 
to take upon him the Government, 
and to begin to at in-perſon, in that 
ſphere where providence had put 
tim. The Declaration was approved 
of in the Parliament of Paris, and 
proclaimed all over the Land. 

The War continued. ſtill between 
France and Spein. Intheyears 49, 
50, '51, ahd'52, the Sparierd had 
the: greateſt Succeſſes againſt the 
French ; for they were afliſted by 
the Sedition and Treachery of the 
Inhabitants, as much as by thar 
own valor and numbers of Men, to 
recover more then they had former- 
ly loſt. But after the Kings majo- 
rity, he appeared himſelt at the 
head of his Troops, and, with his 
preſence, gave them ſo much cou- 


rage 
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eand reſolution, that they turn- 
cdthe fortune of War. The City 
of Bar, and the Caſtle of Ligny, was 
ſurrendred to the Mareſchal de 14 
Ferte, in 1653. The Duke of Eſper- 
non beſieged Belegard, but could 
not take 1t, till the news was come, 
that the King was in the Camp); 
then the Governor was loath to 
ſtand it out againſt his own Prince.

ours. Therefore they may aſcribe 
their moſt difficult Conqueſts to: 
their Money , and to-the Emgliſp, 
Scotch, Iriſh, and Switzers valor; as». 
we ſhall ſee in ſeveral late Encount-- 
ers with the Hol/anders and Imperia-- 
lit. 

The year 1656. was noted for 
the remarkable Siege of Valancien-- 
nes, Where the French received- an:

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was ſurrounded the Twenty fifth of 
May ; which. when the Marqueſs of 
Leda had notice of, he ſhut himſelf 
in, with a ſtrong Garriſon, reſs]ving 
to defend it, or die therc.

In this encounter, 1t was the unhap- 
pines. of the Exg/ifþ to fight with 
their own Countrey-men. In the. 
Spaniſh Army, the Noble and Cou- 
ragious Duke of Tork, a Prince of. 
an.invinciblereſolution, was enter- 

tained by the Spaniard as one of the 

beſt - Commanders of that Army.

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That wiſe Nation , as well know- 
ing'in Men as 1n Afﬀairs, would not 

er ſo great a Courage idle, in 
time of War. If I might have the 
liberty in this ſuccin& Narration, I 
could give an account of the moſt 
heroick actions of his Royal High- 
neſs 3 infomuch, that Twrenme, and 
the other Generals, have often con- 
kſſed him to be the ableſt and moſt 
Kiltul Commander of the World. 
His Courage and Wildom had not 
that ſucceſs that could have been 
expected at this time ; for the Eng- 
liſh Regiments under my Lord 
Lockart , eſpecially that of Colonel 
Alſop, beat back the Spaniards, and 
purſued 'them over the Sandy Hills, 
witha great flaughter. This victory 
was due -cheifly to the courage of 
the Ezeliſh, the fifteenth of Jae, 
1658. Afﬀter the Retreat of the Spa- 
nards, the French Army 'retuxned
